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INTRODUCTION 


N  the  Introduction  to  the  first  volume  of  the  Constables 
AccoiDits  an  attempt  was  made  to  explain  the  meaning- 
of  the  word  "Constable"  and  to  describe  the  multi- 
farious duties  which  the  Constables  had  to  attend  to, 
and  the  oath  which  each  Constable  had  to  take  when 
he  accepted  office.  The  various  statutes  which  they  had  to  see 
carried  out,  particular!}-  those  for  the  treatment  of  "  rogues,  vaga- 
bonds and  sturd}'  beggars,"  were  quoted  at  some  length,  and  a 
description  w^as  also  given  of  the  way  in  which  travellers  were  sent 
on  from  parish  to  parish  by  means  of  "  pa'^ses."  The  manner  in 
which  the  punishment  of  "whipping"  was  rigorously  enforced  was 
also  noticed,  as  was  also  the  erection  of  a  "  House  of  Correction  " 
in  the  town,  where  all  persons  committed  by  the  magistrates  had 
to  work  during  the  time  of  their  im[)risonment.  It  is  therefore 
unnecessary  to  refer  to  these  matters  at  any  greater  length,  but  as 
this  volume  is  a  direct  continuation  of  the  previous  one,  it  may  be 
well  once  again  to  point  out  the  chief  duties  of  the  Constables,  more 
or  less  in  the  words  already  made  use  of,  but  with  special  reference 
to  the  entries  to  be  fouiid  in  the  following  pages. 

The  Constables  had  to  see  that  the  DUNGEON  on  Salford  Bridge 
was  kept  in  proper  repair,  and  that  the  PiLLORY,  the  STOCKS,  the 
Rogues'  Post  (or  whipping  pest),  the  Cage,  the  Cucking  (or 
ducking)  Stool,  and  the  ScOLDS'  BRIDLE  were  in  good  order. 
These  will  be  found  referred  to  in  the  following  pages,  and  a 
description  of  each  of  them  will  be  found  in  the  notes.  They  had 
also  to  see  that  the  BUTTS  for  the  practice  of  Archery  were  kept 
in  good  order,  and  as  these  seem  to  have  been  little  more  thaii 
ramparts  of  earth  and  clods,  the}'  required  more  or  less  repair  ever}' 
year.  There  are  two  sets  of  Butts  referred  to,  the  one  in  Alport 
Lane  and  the  otlier  in  Crarrett  Lane  (see  pp.  6,  35,  49,  91,  136,  and 
151).  It  was  also  the  dut\-  of  the  Constables  to  receive  the  monc}- 
collected  by  the  "misegatherers/'and  to  pay  some  of  it  to  the  High 
Con.stables,  as  directed  by  the  magistrates,  and  the  rest  as  directed 
by  the  Court  Leet  or  under  the  provisions  of  certain  statutes.     Thu'^ 
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the\- account  in  their  "disbursement^"  for  various  sums  paid  for  "  Ox 
jNIoney,'  a  tax  for  the  provision  of  the  King's  household  ;  for  the 
"  Master  of  the  House  of  Correction  "  ;  for  "  maimed  soldiers,''  and 
for  many  special  objects,  such  as  the  provision  of  "  powder  match 
lead  &c.  to  bee  kept  in  Magazine,"  for  "the  repair  of  Beacons"  (see 
pp.  14,  55,  60,  177).  and  for  the  repair  of  various  bridges  within  the 
count}-.  They  had  also  to  prepare  the  list  of  the  alehouse  keepers, 
to  arrange  about  the  "  train  bands  "  and  the  mustering  of  soldiers, 
sent  from  the  town  to  be  drilled  by  the  "  muster  master,"  whenever 
the  "train  bands"  met.  There  is,  however,  no  reference  in  this 
volume  of  Accounts  to  the  "Clerk  of  the  ^Market,"  a  government 
official  several  times  mentioned  in  the  previous  volume. 

In  many  other  waws,  too  numerous  to  mention,  the  Constables 
had  to  see  to  the  welfare  of  the  town,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
their  office  was  one  of  much  anxiet}-  and  constant  watchfulness. 
They  had  as  assistants  a  "  Deputy  Constable '"  and  a  "  Beadle,"  both 
of  whom  were  provided  with  an  official  dress  at  the  expense  of  the 
ratepayers.  (See  pp.  10,  21,  38,  loi,  &c.)  The  Beadle  had  to 
carry  out  the  "whipping"  of  the  rogues  and  vagabonds,  both  male 
and  female,  as  directed  in  the  statutes  and  ordered  by  the  niagistrates. 
For  each  whipping  a  fee  of  4.6.  was  paid,  and  it  was  no  uncommon 
thing  for  the  inhabitants  of  Manchester  to  see  these  unfortunate 
persons  tied  to  the  Rogues'  Post  and  there  whipped  b}-  the  Beadle 
on  their  bare  backs,  "till,"  to  quote  the  words  of  the  Act,  "his  or 
her  back  be  bloody."  These  persons,  once  whipped,  had  to  be  given 
"  passes  "  enabling  them  to  proceed  towards  their  destination  without 
further  punishment,  and  these  "  pas.ses "  it  was  the  duty  of  the 
Constables  to  see  provided. 

Some  of  the  curious  entries  to  be  found  in  the  following  pages 
may  here  be  noticed,  such  as  the  relieving  of  the  three  children  of 
"  one  ]\r  Hamelton,  Doctor  in  Divinity  shine  and  robbed  by 
Dunkirkes  and  going  per  pass  to  Scotland  "  in  1635  (see  p.  20),  and 
the  payment  of  five  shillings  to  "John  Freeman,  batchelor  of 
Divinity,  who  came  forth  of  Ireland"  in  1644  (see  p.  109).  It  is 
al-so  somewhat  strange  to  find  .Manchester  visited  in  1637  by  "an 
Italian  merchant  that  could  speak  no  Engli.-^h "  (see  p.  37),  and 
in  1644  by  two  men,  apparently  Welshmen,  Edward  Davis  and 
Edward  Jones,  "having  a  pass  under  the  [hand  of]  the  Emperor  of 
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Russia"  (see  p.  107).  The  Puritan  leanings  of  the  town  are  shown 
by  the  various  entries  of  "  players "  having  to  leave  the  town  in 
1637  (see  pp.  33,  34,  and  ^6),  but  in  1639  "the  Town's  colours"  (or 
flag)  was  repaired  "with  callico  and  silke  "at  the  cost  of  six  .shillings 
(see  p.  65). 

But  b\-  far  the  most  important  entries  in  this  volume  relate  to 
the  very  violent  outbreak  of  the  Plague  in  ^Manchester,  in  1645,  and 
to  the  Accounts  kept  during  the  period  of  the  Civil  War,  1642  to 
1647.  As  there  are  no  Court  Leet  Records  between  the  5th  May, 
1 64 1,  and  the  19th  October,  1647,  these  Constables'  Accounts  are  the 
only  documents  belonging  to  the  Court  Leet  which  are  now  available 
for  historical  purposes.  At  first,  beyond  rather  more  frequent 
references  to  soldiers,  ammunition,  «S:c.,  they  do  not  contain  many 
entries  of  special  interest,  and,  strange  to  say,  there  is  no  reference 
whatever  to  the  siege  of  Manchester,  in  1642,  when  James,  Lord 
Strange,  attempted  to  take  the  town  from  the  Parliamentarians. 
On  the  14th  November,  1644,  and  again  on  the  7th  October,  1646. 
f(>/o'  Constables  were  elected  instead  of  the  usual  two,  and  no  doubt 
they  were  all  kept  very  full}-  (occupied.  In  November,  1644,  a 
banquet  was  given  in  the  town  to  Sir  John  Meldrum,  an  active 
Parliamentarian  commander,  who  had  captured  Liverpool  on  the 
first  of  that  month.  There  are  many  references  to  the  camp  at 
Ormskirk,  and  also  to  the  soldiers,  officers,  &c.,  quartered  in  or 
passing  through  the  town.  Many  of  the  chief  commanders  on  the 
side  of  the  Parliament — such  as  Lord  Fairfax,  Sir  William  Brereton, 
Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  Sir  William  Fairfax,  Col.  Holland,  Col.  Ashton, 
&c. — are  mentioned,  whilst  well-known  townsmen  are  described  b\- 
their  military  titles,  as  Major  Radcliffe,  Major  Hartle\-,  !\Iajor  Light- 
bowne,  &c.  There  are  also  frequent  allusions  to  Lieut.-Col.  John 
Rosworm,  the  well-known  German  engineer,  who,  after  having 
undertaken  the  military  defence  of  the  town,  complained  so  bitterly 
of  the  wa}-  in  which  his  labours  had  been  recompensed. 

In  November,  1645,  the  Con.stables  acknowledge  the  receipt  ot 
^^918 — money  received  from  the  Count)-  "  in  the  tyme  of  the  visita- 
tion" of  the  Plague  (see  p.  1 19) — in  addition  to  which  Parliament 
ordered  a  special  collection  to  be  made  in  all  churches  and  chapels 
in  London  and  Westmin.ster  on  Sunday,  December  14th,  in  aid  of 
the  town. 
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As  the  Accounts  contained  in  this  volume— between  the  years 
1633  and  1647 — end  on  page  144,  and  as  it  seemed  desirable  to 
confine  the  contents  of  this  \olumc  to  the  period  of  the  17th  centur}-, 
a  number  of  interesting-  documents  belonging  to  that  period,  and 
mostly  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation,  have  been  printed  as 
Appendices.  The  first  of  these  is  an  account  of  the  disbursements 
and  receipts  during  the  outbreak  of  the  Plague  in  Manchester,  in 
1605-6  and  1608.  These  are  taken  from  a  bundle  of  papers 
recently  discovered  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  and  they 
will  be  found  to  contain  many  particulars  of  much  interest,  showing 
how  this  mucli  dreaded  visitation  was  treated.  The  next  docu- 
ment is  a  list  of  the  Books  of  Assessment,  Charity  IMoney  Accounts, 
&c.,  now  preserved  in  the  muniment  room  in  the  Town  Hall, 
beginning  in  1647  ^^^  ending  in  1668.  This  is  followed  by  a  list  of 
those  who  were  assessed  in  the  town,  in  1648,  in  order  to  raise  the 
money  guaranteed  to  Lieut.-Col.  John  Rosworm,  the  German 
engineer  already  referred  to. 

The  remainder  of  the  Appendices  is  taken  up  with  long  lists 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Manchester  in  165 1,  1659,  and  1666,  which 
will,  I  think,  be  found  of  service  to  the  genealogical  and  antiquarian 
student,  as  they  supph-  the  names  of  the  chief  inhabitants  of  the 
town  at  those  dates,  which  it  would  not  be  possible  to  get  in  any 
other  way.  Although  these  assessments  are  separated  b}-  so  few 
years,  yet  the  lists  of  names  differ  more  than  might  have  been 
expected.  The  lists  of  "  out  burgesses,"  or  those  holding  lands 
within  the  town  but  not  residing  there,  are  both  interesting  and 
important. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  previous  volume,  every  care  has  been  taken 
to  make  the  following  pages  an  excrct  reproduction  of  the  original, 
and  with  this  object  the  proofs  have  been  compared  line  for  line 
with  the  MS.  Some  of  the  Accounts  are  badly  written  and  badly 
spelt,  but  in  all  cases  where  it  seemed  necessar)'  explanatory  words 
or  letters  have  been  added  in  .sqviare  brackets  to  make  the  meaning 
clear.  The  usual  list  of  the  curious  dialect  and  obsolete  words 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  volume  in  Appendix  No.  IX.

'  It  may  be  well  to  reproduce  here  some  of  the  notes  given  at  the  beginning  of 
Volume  I.  of  these  Constables'  Accounts,  so  as  to  explain  many  of  the  more  common 
expressions,  &c. 

The  Constables  were  annually  elected  at  the  Michaelmas  meetings  of  the 
Manchester  Court  Leet.  Their  chief  duties  were  to  see  that  the  peace  of  the  town 
was  kept,  and  that  good  order  was  preserved.  They  had  also  power  to  arrest  all 
those  causing  any  disturbances  or  breaking  the  peace  in  any  way,  and  were  required 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  relating  to  the  punishment  of  "sturdy 
beggars,  vagabonds  and  rogues,"  and  other  idle  persons.  They  had  also  to  send  on 
the  "hue  and  cry"  for  the  arrest  of  all  offenders,  and  to  arrest  all  such  persons  as 
came  within  their  jurisdiction.  It  was  also  their  duty  to  see  that  no  unlawful  games 
were  indulged  in,  and  that  the  practice  of  archery  was  kept  up  as  required  by  law. 
All  these  and  the  various  other  details  of  their  multifarious  duties  will  be  referred  to 
in  the  pages  of  this  book,  and  will  also  be  found  duly  set  out  in  the  Introduction 
to  Volume  I.  of  these  Accounts.

^  The  "House  of  Correction"  was  the  building  erected  in  1616  (see  Constables' 
Accounts,  vol.  j.,  p.  2l)  for  the  compulsory  employment  of  '•  Rogues,  Vagabonds  or  sturdy 
Beggars  and  other  idle  and  disorderly  persons,"  after  they  had  been  convicted  as  such 
before  the  magistrates.  These  Houses  of  Correction  contained  "  Mills,  Turns,  Cards, 
and  such  like  necessary  Implements  to  set  the  said  Rogues  or  such  idle  persons  to  work."

'■^  The  Deputy  Constable  was  appointed  by  the  Constables  for  the  purpose  of 
relieving  them  of  much  of  the  routine  work  of  their  office.  He  was  at  this  time 
paid  20s.  a  year. 

^  "  Ox-money  "  or  the  "  ox-lay  "  as  it  was  frequently  called,  was  a  tax  levied  all  over 
the  country  for  the  purpose  of  providing  oxen  for  the  use  of  the  King's  household.  It 
will  be  found  frequently  referred  to  in  these  Accounts.  The  "collector"  here  named 
was  Mr.  Thomas  Birch,  of  Birch  Hall,  in  Rusholmc,  near  Manchester,

man's  head  could  be  placed,  with  one  arm  through  each  of  the  holes  on  either  side. 
When  thus  fixed  the  man  was  exposed  to  the  gaze  of  the  people  for  a  certain  number  of 
hours.  Occasionally  the  culprit  was  flogged  in  the  pillory,  but  more  usually  he  was  left 
to  the  tender  mercies  of  the  mob,  who  assailed  him  with  all  manner  of  articles,  filth  and 
dirt,  decayed  fruit,  rotten  eggs,  &c. ,  Sec. 

*  The  Dungeon  in  use  at  this  time,  and  so  frequently  referred  to  in  these  Accounts 
and  in  the  first  volume,  was  what  had  once  been  a  small  chapel  on  the  bridge  over  the 
Irwell,  joining  Salford  to  Manchester,  and  generally  called  Salford  Bridge.  There  seem 
to  have  been  two  rooms,  an  upper  and  a  lower  dungeon,  the  latter  of  which  was  reached 
by  a  ladder. 

^  The  Rogues'  Post  was  the  strong  upright  post  to  which  "rogues"  and  other 
persons  were  attached  when  they  had  to  be  "  whipped."  It  was  no  doubt  in  constant 
use,  as  all  culprits  who  had  to  be  "whipped  "  were  generally  so  punished  at  the  Rogues' 
Post.

'  This  is  a  very  interesting  entry,  as  it  records  the  purchase  of  the  chest  subsequently 
known  as  the  "  Boroughreeve's  Chest,"  in  which  all  the  old  records  relating  to  the  town 
were  kept,  down  to  the  end  of  the  last  or  the  beginning  of  this  century.  It  was  ordered 
to  be  purchased  by  the  Jury  of  the  Court  Leet,  and  it  is  noteworthy  how  small  the  cost 
was — only  14  shillings  !  The  original  chest  is,  I  believe,  still  preserved  in  the  Town 
Hall,  but  of  this  I  am  not  quite  certain.  The  order  for  its  purchase  is  as  follows  (see 
Court  Led  Records,  vol.  iij.,  p.  263)  : — 

"The  Jurie  of  this  pJ'sent  Court  Leete  beeinge  carefuU  that  all  such  Deeds 
evidences  or  other  writings,  as  Doe  concerne  the  cornon  benifite  and  right  of  this 
Towne,  may  bee  safelie  pi'served  and  kept  for  the  vse  of  the  said  Towne,  Doe  order 
that  a  stronge  Chest  havinge  two  lockes  sett  vpon  it  shalbee  forthwith  made  at  the 
charges  of  the  Towne,  and  that  all  such  evidences  Deeds  and  writings  as  Doe  con- 
cerne the  said  Towne,  shalbee  put  theerein,  and  that  one  key  shalbee  kept  by  the 
Bororeeve,  and  the  other  by  the  senior  Constable,  and  that  a  Catalouge  of  all  and 
euerie  the  said  writings  shalbee  made  and  put  into  the  said  Chest  with  the  said 
writings,  and  the  said  Chest  to  bee  kept  in  the  custodie  of  the  Bororeeve  for  the  time 
beeinge,  and  soe  by  him  to  bee  Deliuered  over  vnto  the  succeedinge  Bororeeve  and 
Constable  from  yeare  to  yeare,  at  euerie  Court  Leete  to  bee  houlden  for  the  Manor 
of  Manchestr  within  the  Month  of  Michelmas  Successiuely .facttnn  est."

'  At  the  Court  Leet  held  on  the  loth  October,  1637,  the  Jury  passed  an  order  relating 
to  the  purchase  of  a  "great  beam  and  scales,"  and  other  weights  and  measures,  for  the 
use  of  the  town.  These  are  the  articles  referred  to  in  the  text.  The  order  above  referred 
to  is  as  follows  (see  Cour^  Led  Records,  vol.  iij.,  p.  263)  : — 

"  The  Jurie  doe  order  that  the  Constables  of  this  Tcwne  for  this  pi'sent  y''e  shall 
at  the  Charges  of  the  Towne  buye  and  p'vide  a  greate  beame  and  Scales  and  a

It  was  a  punishment  provided  for  scold- 
ing women  and  women  of  ill  repute,  as  well  as  for  women  bakers  and  brewers,  who  sold 
bread  or  beer  contrary  to  the  provisions  regulating  their  sale.  The  culprit  was  securely 
fastened  in  a  chair  or  stool  placed  at  the  end  of  a  long  pole  or  otherwise  suspended  over 
a  pool  of  water,  in  which  she  was  ducked  from  time  to  time.  Hence  it  is  frequently 
called  "the  duckingstool."  This  form  of  punishment  was  in  use  in  Saxon  times,  and 
was  one  which  belonged  to  every  Court  Leet  or  View  of  Frank  Pledge.  (See  also 
Constables'  Accounts,  vol.  j.,  p.  57,  note  3.)

1  Owing  to  the  unsettled  state  of  the  times,  and  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  the 
ordinary  Michaelmas  meetings  of  the  Court  Leet  seem  to  have  been  suspended,  and 
these  two  Constables,  elected  on  the  28th  October,  1641,  retained  their  office  for  three 
years,  till  October,  1644.  There  are  no  Court  Leet  Records  subsequent  to  the 
5th  May,  1641,  till  the  19th  October,  1647,  so  that  the  Constables'  Accounts  for 
these  years  are  the  only  documents  belonging  to  the  Court  Leet  which  are  now  available 
for  historical  purposes.  At  first  they  do  not  contain  many  entries  of  interest,  but  later 
on  there  are  many  which  afford  valuable  information  on  local  and  public  affairs.  It  is 
somewhat  strange  that  there  are  no  references  to  the  siege  of  Manchester  in  1642,  when 
James,  Lord  Strange,  afterwards  Earl  of  Derby,  attempted  to  take  the  town  from  the 
Parliamentarians.

*   Ferdinando,  Lord  Fairfax,  was  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas,  the  first  Baron  Fairfax, 

and  was  born  in  1584.  He  was  knighted  in  1607,  and  sat  in  successive  Parliaments 
from  1614  till  his  death.  In  1642  he  was  appointed  General  of  the  Northern  Forces 
for  the  Parliament,  and  was  actively  engaged  in  supporting  the  authority  of  the  Parha- 
ment,  chiefly  in  Yorkshire  and  the  North  of  England,  with  very  varying  success. 
He  was  Governor  of  Hull  in  1643,  and  of  York  in  1646.  He  died  from  an  accident, 
14th  March,  1647-8,  and  was  buried  at  Bolton  Percy. 

^  Sir  Thomas  Fairfax,  afterwards  third  Baron  Fairfax,  was  the  eldest  son  of  the 
Lord  Fairfax  named  in  the  above  note.  He  was  born  in  1612,  and  was  knighted  by  the 
King  at  York  on  the  28th  January,  1640-1.  He,  like  his  father,  espoused  the  cause  of 
the  Parhament,  and  on  the  19th  February,  1644-5,  was  appointed  Captain-General  and 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  of  the  Parliament,  defeating  the  King  on  the  14th 
June,  1645,  ^t  Naseby,  and  being  very  successful  in  the  South  of  England  and  elsewhere. 
He  died  in  1671. 

3  Sir  William  Fairfax,  of  Steeton,  co.  York,  was  the  eldest  surviving  son  of  Sir 
Philip  Fairfax  of  that  place.  He  was  born  in  1610,  and  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil 
War,  having  taken  up  the  side  of  the  Parliament,  was  present,  in  command  of  one  or 
more  regiments,  at  the  battle  of  Edgehill,  the  storming  of  Leeds  and  Wakefield,  the  fight 
of  Nantwich,  the  siege  of  Lalhom  House,  and  the  battle  of  Marston  Moor.  He  was 
killed  at  the  siege  of  Montgomery  Castle  on  the  19th  September,  1644.

*  This  year,  for  the  first  time  in  the  annals  of  the  town,  four  Constables  appear  to 
have  been  appointed,  and  this  was  also  the  case  at  the  election  in  October,  1646.  (See 
p.  128.)  Possibly  it  was  thought,  owing  to  the  active  part  which  Manchester  had 
played  and  was  likely  to  play  in  the  Civil  War,  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  aftairs  of 
the  town  should  be  managed  by  four  persons  instead  of  two.  It  is  also  probable  that 
the  meetings  of  the  Court  Leet  had  been  very  irregularly  held,  as  the  appointment  of 
these  officers  bears  date  14th  November,  1644,  instead  of  October,  and  they  held  office  till 
the  28th  February,  1646.  It  might  be  thought  that  two  of  the  above-named  Constables 
were  appointed  for  the  year  1644-5  ^"'i  the  other  two  for  the  year  1645-6,  but  this 
view  is  shown  to  be  untenable  by  subsequent  entries  in  these  Accounts,  as  will  be 
subsequently  pointed  out. 

-  Sir  John  Meldrum  was  one  of  the  most  active  of  the  Parliamentary  Commanders  in 
Lancashire  at  this  time,  where  he  held  the  rank  of  Major-General.  He  was  actively 
engaged  in  various  battles  in  Lancashire  in  the  summer  of  1644,  and  at  this  time  had 
succeeded  in  compelling  the  fortified  town  of  Liverpool  to  surrender.  This  surrender 
took  place  on  the  1st  November.  1644,  and  it  is  most  probable  that  the  "banquet" 
here  referred  to,  given  to  him  at  Manchester,  was  in  honour  of  this  important  victory, 
as  it  is  on  record  that  there  was  taken  in  that  town  no  less  than  "two  Colonells,  two 
Lieutenant  Colonells,  three  IMajors,  fourteene  Captaines  and  other  Officers,  besides 
Common  Soldiers,  Ordnance,  Amis  and  Ammunition  a  great  quantity."  This  "ban- 
quet "  is  not  referred  to  in  any  history  of  Manchester  relating  to  this  period.

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1  Manchester  suffered  in  1645  f''°™  ^  ^'^T  violent  outbreak  of  the  Plague,  which 
caused  great  loss  and  suffering.    An  ordinance  of  Parliament,  dated  5th  December,  1645, 

states  that  "the  Town  of  Manchester hath  for  a  long  time  been  so  sore 

visited  with  the  Pestilence  that  for  many  moneths  none  were  pennitted  either  to  go  in 
or  to  come  out  of  the  said  town,  whereby  most  of  the  inhabitants  (living  upon  trade)  are 
not  only  ruined  in  their  estates,  but  many  families  like  to  perish  for  want,  who  cannot 
be  sufficiently  relieved  by  that  miserably  wasted  countrey. "  It  was  therefore  ordered 
that  a  collection  should  be  made  in  all  the  churches  and  chapels  in  London  and  West- 
minster on  Sunday,  December  14th  next,  and  the  money  so  obtained  paid  "with  all 
possible  speed  "  to  Mr.  John  Hartley  of  Manchester,  "  to  be  equally  distributed  amongst 
the  said  poor  inhabitants,  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  officers  and  chief  persons  of 
the  said  town  of  Manchester."  The  Warden  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  Manchester, 
Richard  Heyrick,  B.D.,  preaching  before  the  House  of  Commons  on  the  fast  day  held 
on  the  27th  May,  1646,  refers  to  Manchester  at  this  time  as  sitting  '•  like  a  widow  desolate, 
the  hand  of  God  hath  lately  gone  out  against  them,  the  only  town  untouched  by  the 
enemy,  and  the  only  town  in  all  the  county  stroke  of  God.  The  priests,  the  ministers  of 
the  Lord,  that  did  bear  the  ark  of  God  upon  their  shoulders,  there  were  sixteen  of  them 
m  that  parish,  and  now  I  know  but  one,  one  alone  as  Eliah  left  to  do  the  service  of  the 
Lord,  and  he  is  upon  tiptoe,  ready  to  take  his  flight,  scarce  having  bread  (through  the 
wickednesse  of  the  times  the  great  revenues  of  the  Church  being  unjustly  withheld  from 
him)  to  put  into  his  children's  mouth. "  (Queen  Esther  s  Resolves.  A  Sermon.  1646.) 
The  sum  of  ;^9i8  referred  to  in  the  text  as  having  been  received  "from  the  county  "  on 
the  22nd  November  is  quite  independent  of  the  above  collection,  ordered  by  Parliament 
on  the  9th  December,  1645.

*  Mr.  John  Rosworm,  "Major  Rosworm,"  or,  as  he  is  more  generally  called, 
"Lieutenant  Colonel  Rosworm,"  was  a  very  important  person  in  Manchester  at  this 
time.  He  was  apparently  a  German  by  birth,  "bred  up  in  souldiery"  from  his  youth, 
and  "well  skilled  in  fortifications,"  who  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  in  1642,  came 
to  Manchester  from  Ireland,  and  ofitered  his  services  as  an  engineer  to  the  Parliamentarian 
party,  so  as  to  put  the  town  in  a  state  of  defence  against  any  attack  by  the  Royalists. 
His  services  were  accepted,  and  he  was  enabled,  by  the  precautions  he  took,  and  his  own 
valour  and  courage,  to  prevent  the  town  being  taken  in  September,  1642,  by  James 
Lord  Strange,  afterwards  Earl  of  Derby.  He  also  had  charge  of  the  batteries  at  the 
siege  of  Liverpool  in  1644,  and  took  part  in  many  of  the  engagements  and  skirmishes  in 
Lancashire  and  Cheshire.  During  the  Plague  in  Manchester,  in  1645,  he  remained  in 
the  town  and  took  an  active  part  in  its  government.  His  agreement  with  the  town  was 
that  he  was  to  receive  ;^6o  a  year,  in  quarterly  instalments  of  ;,^I5  each,  but  he  com- 
plained very  bitterly  that  this  money  was  paid  him  very  grudgingly,  and  that  other 
claims  he  had  against  the  town  were  ignored.  In  1649  he  published  a  pamphlet,  now 
of  the  greatest  rarity,  entitled,  "Good  Service  hitherto  ill  rewarded  or  an  Historicall 
Relation  of  eight  years  Services  for  King  and  Parliament  done  in  and  about  Manchester 
and  those  parts.  By  Lieu  :  Col.  John  Roswoim.  London:  Printed  in  the  Veer  1649." 
This  pamphlet,  which  is  full  of  interest  as  far  as  Manchester  is  concerned,  was  reprinted 
in  1822  by  Mr.  John  Palmer  as  an  Appendix  to  his  "  History  of  the  Siege  of  Manchester 
.  .  .  in  1642,"  and  it  was  again  reprinted  by  Mr.  Ormerod  in  his  "Civil  War  Tracts 
of  Lancashire,"  published  by  the  Chetham  Society  in  1844.  In  this  tract  he  states  that 
in  May,  1648,  he  printed  "an  angry  Paper,"  entitled,  "  A.  sad  Complaint  of  Lieutenant 
Collonel  John  Rosworme  against  several!  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Manchester,"  no  copy  of 
which  is  now  known  to  be  in  existence.  It  is,  however,  reprinted  in  the  above  pamphlet, 
and  it  gives  the  list  of  the  twenty-two  "unworthy  Covenant-breakers  in  Manchester," 
whose  names  show  them  to  have  been   the  chief  people  in  the  town  at  that  tmie.

These  selections 
are  headed  as  follows  : — "  Extracts  from  an  old  Book  of  Accounts  of  the  Town  of  Man- 
chester, in  custody  of  the  Boroughreeve. "  This  shows  that  at  that  time,  some  forty  odd 
years  ago,  the  volume  of  Accounts,  here  printed,  was  in  the  possession  of  the  Borough- 
reeve.  Mr.  Palmer  also  refers  to  "another  account  book  of  Roger  Nield  and  John 
Roberts  (Constables  1647-8),"  of  which  "the  receipts"  are  printed  in  the  text,  and 
then  he  goes  on  to  say  that  "no  book  occurred  on  examination  of  these  documents, 
between  the  last-named  period  and  October,  1655."  This  is  clear  evidence  that  there 
was  then  in  existence  one  or  more  accounts  beginning  in  1655,  but  these  no  longer  exist, 
and  the  next  volume  of  Constables'  Accounts,  which  is  preserved,  does  not  begin  till  1743, 
very  nearly  100  years  later  !

>  These  Accounts  of  one  of  the  Constables  for  the  year  October,  1662,  to  October,  1663, 
were  found  amongst  the  Assessment  books  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation,  and  they 
seemed  worth  printing  here,  especially  as  no  other  Accounts  are  known  between  1647 
and  1743.  They  are  written  in  a  thin,  narrow  paper  book,  and  are  evidently  roughly 
done,  with  the  view  of  being  transcribed  into  the  proper  volume  of  Constables'  Accounts, 
now  unfortunately  lost.

APPENDIX  No.  I. 


Disbursements    and   Receipts   during   the   Plague   in 
Manchester,   1605-6  and  1608. 

( From  th^  Domestic  State  Papers,  Public  Record  Office,  London.) 

In  the  second  volume  of  the  Court  Leet  Records,  p.  210,  attention 
was  called  to  the  outbreak  of  the  Plague  in  Manchester  in  the 
year  1605,  and  to  there  having  apparently  been  no  Court  Leet  held 
at  Michaelmas  in  that  year.  As  already  there  referred  to,  Mr. 
Richard  Hollinworth  in  his  Mancunieusis  (a  MS.  history  of  Man- 
chester now  preserved  in  the  Chetham  Library),  writing  about  1650, 
has  the  following  remarks  : — 

"Anno  1605.  The  Lord  visited  the  towne  (as  40  yeares 
before  and  40  yeares  after)  w*  a  sore  pestilence  ;  there  died 
about  1000  p[ersons],  amongst  w"^"  was  M''  Kirk,  chaplaine  of 
the  CoUedge  and  his  wife  and  foure  children  ;  all  the  time  of 
the  sicknesse  M''  Burne  preached  in  the  towne  so  long  as  hee 
durst  (by  reason  of  the  vnrulinesse  of  infected  psons  and  want 
of  gouerm*  [government])  and  then  hee  went  and  preached  in 
a  feeld  neere  to  Shooters  brooke,  the  townespeople  being  on 
one  syde  him  and  the  countrey  people  on  another." 

From  the  Burial  Register  of  the  Collegiate  Church  it  appears 
that  by  July  21st,  1.605,  500  persons  had  been  buried  ;  by  August 
20th,  700;  and  that  by  January  17th,  1605-6,  the  number  of 
1,000  b^-d  been  reached.  Nearly  all  these  had  died  of  the  Plague; 
but,  towards  December,  those  who  had  died  from  other  causes  are 
distinguished  by  the  words  "  not  of  }''  plague  "  added  after  their 
names. 

The  other  visitations  of  the  Plague  in  Manchester,  referred  to  by 
Hollinworth,  occurred  in  1565  and  1645.  Of  the  former  year  he 
records  : — "  Anno  1645.  There  was  a  sore  sicknesse  in  Manchester 
and  about  it  of  w"^''  very  many  died."  He  does  not  specially  refer  to 
it  in  1645,  but  many  references  to  it  will  be  found  in  the  Constables 
Accounts  for  that  period,  printed  in  this  volume,  pp.  I  17  to  127. 


156  constables'  accounts. 

Unfortunately  the  Constables'  Accounts  for  this  year,  1605-6, 
are  not  now  to  be  found,  the  earliest  volume  now  in  the  possession 
of  the  Corporation  beginning  in  161 2.  But  the  late  Mr.  J.  E. 
Bailey,  F.S.A.,  discovered  the  following  accounts  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  during  the  Plague  in  Manchester,  in  1605-6  and 
1608,  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  among  the  Domestic 
State  Papers,  vol.  S^,  No.  23,  &c.  He  had  them  carefully  transcribed, 
and  they  are  printed  from  his  transcripts,  now  fortunately  pre- 
served in  the  Chetham  Library,  his  MS.  collections  having  been 
presented  to  that  library  by  the  Worshipful  R.  C.  Christie,  M.A., 
Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  of  Manchester. 

It  is  not  easy  to  understand  why  these  accounts  were  sent  to 
London,  but  it  is  possible  that  there  had  been  a  grant  of  money  by 
the  Privy  Council,  in  order  to  enable  the  authorities  in  Manchester 
to  cope  with  the  so  much  dreaded  disease,  and  that  these  disburse- 
ments were  sent  up  to  show  how  the  mone}-  had  been  spent.  They 
show  us  that  a  "  Pesthouse,"  probably  a  wooden  building,  placed  on 
the  common  at  Collyhurst,  had  been  built,  and  that  the  infected 
persons  were  conveyed  there  as  soon  as  it  was  ascertained  that  they 
were  suffering  from  the  Plague.  There  are  frequent  payments  "  for 
coales  to  y^  Pesthouse,"  showing  that  it  was  a  building  of  some  size 
and  not  merely  a  wooden  "cabin,"  such  as  were  erected  on  Colly- 
hurst Common  on  the  occasion  of  other  outbreaks  of  the  Plague. 
It  also  seems  probable  that  John  Browne  and  his  wife,  and  John 
Walker  and  his  wife,  were  the  attendants  paid  by  the  town  to  look 
after  the  infected  persons.  These  accounts  only  relate  to  a  few 
weeks  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1606,  but  they  are  of  much 
interest  in  connection  with  the  past  history  of  Manchester,  and  we 
can  only  regret  that  not  more  hav-e  been  preserved. 

A  difficulty  arises  in  connection  with  the  name  of  Geoffrey 
Daniel,  here  described  as  "  Constable  of  Manchester  "  at  this  time. 
As  already  pointed  out,  there  is  no  record  of  any  Court  Leet  having 
been  held  at  Michaelmas,  1605,  and,  from  the  fact  that  at  the  Easter 
Court  Leet  held  on  the  24th  April,  1606,  all  the  various  officers 
usually  appointed  at  the  Michaelmas  Courts  were  then  elected,  it 
seemed  only  reasonable  to  imagine  that,  owing  to  the  violent  out- 
break of  the  Plague,  no  Michaelmas  Court  had  been  held  in  October, 
1605.  (See  Court  Leet  Records,  vol.  ij.,  pp.  210,  211,  &c.)  But  at  this 
latter  court  George  Tipping  and  Thomas  Brownsword  were  appointed 
Constables,  whilst  those  appointed  on  the  2nd  October,  1604,  were 
James  Fox  and  John  Bowker.  Nowhere  is  there  any  record  of  the 
appointment  of  Geoffrey  Daniel,  and  yet  there  is  no  doubt  of  his 
having  been  one  of  the  two  Constables  of  Manchester  at  this  time 
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and  having  acted  in  that  capacity  during  this  visitation  of  the  Plague. 
His  holding  this  office  is  confirmed  in  a  curious  manner  by  a  record 
at  the  end  of  the  second  MS.  volume  of  the  Court  Leet  Records, 
where  the  benefaction  of  Mr.  Hugh  Atwill,  on  the  9th  March,  1605 [-6], 
is  entered  and  signed  by  Charles  Leigh,  the  Steward  of  the  Court, 
"  Jeffry  Daniell  and  Wittm  Sorocold,"  Constables,  and  six  other 
"  burgesses  " — some  of  the  chief  persons  in  the  town.  (See  Court 
Leet  Records,  vol.  ij.,  p.  336.)  The  most  probable  way  of  account- 
ing for  this  anomaly  is  that,  the  virulence  of  the  Plague  having 
prevented  any  Court  Leet  being  held  at  Michaelmas,  1605,  the 
appointment  of  the  two  Constables,  so  necessary  for  the  welfare 
of  the  town,  has  been  made  by  the  Privy  Council  or  some  other 
London  authority,  by  whom  Geoffrey  Daniel  and  William  Sorocold 
were  appointed  and  whose  "  accounts  "  were  accordingly  sent  to 
London.  These  two  Constables  held  their  office  till  Easter,  1606, 
when,  as  already  shown,  two  others  were  appointed  in  their  stead.

As  there  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Corporation  so  many  "Assess- 
ment Books"  and  other  records  of  the  duties  of  the  "Mizelayers" 
and  the  "  Mizegatherers,"  as  the  respective  officers  who  levied 
and  collected  the  rates  were  called,  it  seems  desirable  to  put  the 
list  of  them  upon  record  here.  These  "books"  are  narrow  folio 
volumes,  written  on  paper,  and  contain  the  names  of  all  those 
who  were  assessed  and  the  several  amounts  which  they  had  to  con- 
tribute. As  these  names  are  arranged  mostly  under  the  respective 
streets  where  the  contributors  dwelt,  these  books  are  virtually  street 
directories  for  Manchester  for  the  middle  of  the  17th  century,  and, 
as  such,  are  full  of  interest  to  the  historical  student.  One  of  them, 
that  for  1668,  has  already  been  printed  in  the  Court  Leet  Records, 
vol.  v.,  pp.  246-258,  and  others  for  the  years  1648,  165 1,  1659, 
and  1666  will  be  found  in  subsequent  Appendices  in  this  volume.

Mr.  John  Rosworm  or  Roseworm,  or,  as  he  is  more  frequently 
called,  Major,  and  subsequently  Lieutenant-Colonel  Rosworm, 
was  the  German  engineer,  who  was  originally  engaged  by  the  chief 
persons  in  the  town  on  the  side  of  the  Parliament  to  fortify  the  town 
against  the  advance  of  the  Lord  Strange,  afterwards  the  Earl  of 
Derby,  and  who  subsequently  continued  in  the  service  of  the 
Parliamentary  troops.  A  short  account  of  him  will  be  found  on 
page  121,  note  4.  His  agreement  with  the  town  was  that  he  should 
receive  £60  a  year,  paid  quarterly,  and  this  assessment  was  levied  in 
order  to  obtain  the  money  to  pay  him.  It  is  referred  to  in  the 
accounts  of  the  receipts  of  the  Constables  on  page  143. 

The  list  of  names  of  the  inhabitants  of  Manchester  at  this  date, 
1648,  here  given,  appears  to  be  a  very  complete  one.  It  has  been 
compared  with  some  of  the  other  Assessment  books  of  this  same 
year,  notably  "  the  3"'  booke,"  and  "  the  4"'  booke  "  (see  pp.  142-3), 
and  any  important  variation  in  the  names  or  explanatory  suggestions 
are  either  placed  in  square  brackets  in  the  text  or  referred  to  in  the 
notes.  For  some  reason  or  other  no  amounts  are  entered  opposite 
to  many  of  the  names,  and  it  is  not  stated  in  what  part  of  the  town 
the  persons  named  on  the  first  few  pages  lived,  or  where  they  held 
lands.  This  information  does  not  appear  in  any  of  the  Assessment 
books.

This  list  of  names  differs  more  than  might  have  been  expected 
from  that  of  1648,  printed  in  Appendix  III.  Names  occur  in  this 
which  are  not  to  be  found  in  the  earlier  one,  and  most  of  those  who 
were  higher  assessed  than  their  neighbours  are  distinguished  by  the 
prefix  "M""."  before  their  names.  As  before,  there  is  no  indication 
of  where  the  persons,  whose  names  occur  at  the  beginning  of  the 
list,  resided,  but  later  on  the  residents  in  the  various  streets,  &c.,  are 
more  clearly  shown.  This  list  is  written  in  a  narrow  folio  paper 
volume,  and  the  handwriting  is  very  clear  and  legible.

Disbursements  of  the  Constables  in  165 1-2. 

This  small  portion  of  the  Constables  Accounts  for  1651  was  found 
with  the  Assessment  Books,  1644  to  1668,  in  the  possession  of  the 
Corporation.  Although  only  a  fragment,  and  apparently  relating  to 
the  distribution  of  a  sum  of  £"]  5s.  pd.  in  charity,  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  print  it  here.  As  will  be  noticed,  there  is  a  distinct 
reference  to  the  Constables'  "  Booke "  of  Accounts,  showing  that 
another  volume,  similar,  no  doubt,  to  the  one  for  161 2  to  1647,  was 
in  existence,  but  is  now  unfortunately  lost.  Mr.  THOMAS  IllinG- 
WORTH  and  Mr.  HENRY  NiELD  were  elected  Constables  at  the 
Court  Leet  held  on  the  7th  October,  165 1,  and  they  held  office  till 
the  I2th  October,  1652.

This  Assessment  will  be  found  to  differ  in  many  respects  from  the 
two  immediately  preceding,  those  for  1648  and  165 1,  and  that  which 
follows,  1666.  It  is  contained  in  a  narrow  folio  volume,  written  on 
paper,  in  a  very  clear  and  legible  hand.  It  starts  at  once  with  the 
inhabitants  of  Deansgate,  and  all  the  other  streets  in  the  town  are 
duly  set  out  in  order.  The  amounts  due  from  the  inhabitants  are 
much  larger  in  amount  than  those  of  the  previous  Assessments,  but 
no  total  of  the  whole  sum  collected  is  given.

This  Assessment,  made  on  behalf  of  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  town,  in  order  to  raise  the  sum  of  £']0  for  the  repair  of 
the  Collegiate  church,  the  casting  of  a  new  bell,  &c.,  &c.,  comes  at 
the  end  of  the  thin  paper  book  containing  the  assessment  printed  in 
Appendix  No.  VI.  The  names  in  this  list  differ  a  good  deal  from 
those  there  printed,  and  so  seem  worthy  of  being  placed  on  per- 
manent record.  Unfortunately  the  early  Churchwardens'  Accounts 
of  the  Collegiate  church  are  not  known  to  be  in  existence,  so  that 
there  is  no  information  forthcoming  as  to  how  this  money  was  spent, 
nor  where  the  bell  referred  to  was  cast.

This  list  of  names  may  be  compared  with  that  for  the  year  1668, 
printed  in  the  Court  Leet  Records,  vol.  v.,  Appendix  I.,  pp.  246  to 
258.  The  two  lists  are  not  identical,  but,  as  might  be  expected, 
many  of  the  chief  names  are  the  same.  It  seemed,  however,  desir- 
able to  print  this  list  here,  as  many  readers  of  this  volume  might  not 
have  the  volume  of  the  Court  Leet  Records,  and  it  completes  the 
series  of  Assessments  here  given — 1648  to  1666.  It  will  be  noticed
